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America Is Ready to Fight 
But Must Have Just Cause, 
Declares Wilson in Omaha 


President, in First Speech 
of Campaign in the Middle 
West, Is Given Greatest 
Reception of His Career. 


SAYS U. S. MUST JOIN 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
TO PRESERVE PEACE

American Business Should 
Be “Unshackled” in Order 
to Meet Competition of the 
World at End of War, He 


Points Out. 


Omaha. Neb., October 5.—President 
Wilson discussed the European war, 
peace and American business in three 
speeches here today. He declared 
America is as ready to fight as any 
nation in the world, but that its cause 
must be just. After the war, he said, 
this nation must join a league of na- 
tions to preserve the peace of the 
world. : 

The president came into the middle 
west today for the first time since the 
campaign began and received what his 
political lieutenants characterized the 
greatest reception of his career. He de- 
clared for the “unshackling” of Ameri- 
can business in order that it may meet 
the competition of the world after the 
European war, and cited legislation of 
his administration as going far in this 
direction. 

Cheered By Thousands. 

The president was cheered by thou- 
sands during the day. The size of the 
crowds and the enthusiasm shown far 
exceeded anything he has experienced 
since his inauguration. Attracted here 
for the celebration of Nebraska's fif- 
tieth anniversary, thousands of people 
from nearby cities and states packed 
Omaha's streets. It was an impressive 
demonstration which greatly pleased 
the president and his political ad- 
Visers. 

Omaha was in gala attire for the day. 
The celebration, non-partisan in char- 
actér and arranged by a committee 
made up largely of republicans, was 
given a political touch by the presence 
of the president. All the buildings 
were draped with American flags, win- 
dows were packed with people during 
the parade and bands constantly played 
popular and martial ‘music, Startin 


with brief speeches to crowds in lowa}: 


towns this morning. Mr. Wilson came 
herd to deliver three speeches, attend a 
lunch and dinner, lead a parade for an 
houft and then review it, visit the 
National Swine show, and hold several 
political conferences. He left tonight 
for Long Branch, N. J., where he wil) 
arrive Saturday morning. 
In Campaign Mood. 

While Mr. Wilson made no distinctly 
campaigm speeches, he nevertheless 
was in campaign mood. Smiling, he 
shook hands with thousands of people, 
patted babies on the head, waved his 
hat to enthusiastic admirers and en- 
tered thoroughly in the spirit of Ne- 
Sra'ska's semi-centennial celebration. 

In his afternoon speech the presi- 
dent declared that after the European 
war the United States will live in a 
new age. “For the next decade,” he 
said, “we have got to serve the world. 
That alters every commercial question, 
it alters every political question, it 
alters every question of domestic de- 
velopment.” He deried that “the com- 
merce of recent years has chiefly con- 
sisted, in exports stimulated by the 
war.” 

The president stood throughout the 
parade celebrating the fiftieth anni- 
versary of Nebraska’s statehood. He 
laughed when one grizzled old Indian 
shouted: “Hello, Woody,’ and he kept 
time with his silk hat when a float 
representing an old-time ballroom 
stopped before him and a group of 
young men and women danced a “Vir- 
ginia Reel.” 

President Wilson declared at to- 
night's dinner that he had been great- 
ly pleased by the reception accorded 
him during the day. “The thinking, 
planning brain is the master of Amer- 
ica,” said the president in discussing 
the broad view of the people of Ne- 
braska. 

Greeted by Uproar. 

Seldom before has the president re- 
ceived such an uproar of cheering as 
greeted him from the thousands of 
people packing the Omaha auditorium 
tonight. Calls of “three cheers for 
our next president” were cheered. A

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ELIMU ROOT ATTACKS 
POLICES OF WLSON 


Says Administration Has Fail- 
ed to Carry Conviction or 
Command Respect. 


New York, October 5.—Elihu Root, at 
&@ mass meeting held here tonight un- 
der the auspices of the Republican club, 
declared that the question for the 
American people to decide in the’ pres- 
ent campaign is, “Are they willing to 
have the serious and critical affairs in 
which their vital interest will be con- 
cerned during the next four year’s con- 
ducted in the same way that the Mex- 
ican business has been conducted?’ 

Mr. Root, who, with former Senator 
DePew, was greeted by an audience in 
which there were many women, began 
his address by saying that ‘‘the people 
of the United States have some serious 
business to be done by their govern- 
ment in the next four years, and the 
way in which it is done will be of vital 
importance to the country and to all 
of us in the country.” 

‘Shall we engage Mr. Wilson, Mr. 
Bryan, Mr. McAdoo, Mr. Daniels and 
the rest of the democratic administra- 
tion and a democratic congress to man- 
age our affairs for the next four 
years?’ he asked. 

Mr. Root read his speech from manu- 
script. 

DePew Also Speaks. 

Mr, DePew followed him, and charac- 
terized President Wilson’s speech at 
Shadow Lawn, N. J., last Saturday as 
“admirably phrased and adroitly and 
captivatively put.’ but added _ that 
“generalizations never will bear the 
acid test of facts.”’ 

Mr. DePew asserted that, “while the 
republican party has been a party of 
construction when in power, the dem- 
ocratie party has always been a party 
of obstruction and destruction.” 

Mr. Root said in part: 

“We are told that Mr. Wilson has 
kept the country out of war. So has 
every president for seventy vears ex- 
cept Lincoln and McKinley. Never 
since Columbus sighted San Salvador 
has there been a time when it has been 
so easy for America to Keep out of 
war by doing nothing as it has been 
during the great conflict now raging in 
the old world. All the great powers 
of the world except ourselves have had 
their hands full with existing enemies. 

Danger After War. 

“Our danger is not now while the 
gteat war is raging, but later, when 
peace has been made and the great 

p$ses @hid the great spaces and 
ill-defended wealth of the new world 
loom large on the horizon of their de- 
sires. 

“What will be the attitude of the na- 
tions who covet the wealth and oppor- 
tunity of the new world when the great 
war is over if we return the Wilson ad- 
ministration to power? Will they have 
a conviction that courage and resolu- 
tion stand behind the assertion of our 
rights? There can be but one answer 
to this question.) The Wilson adminis- 
tration has had ‘the opportunity to ex- 
hibit its character to the world and it 
has failed to carry conviction or to 
command respect. It has shown itself 
to be irresolute and incompetent, ana 
that is the judgment of the world.”

Petrograd’s Claim That the 

Germans Have Been De- 
feated Is Denied by Ber- 
lin’s Statement That All 
| Russian Attacks Have 
Been Repulsed. 


FORCES OF ENTENTE 
ADVANCE LINE WITHIN 
12 MILES OF MONASTIR 


Russian Land and Naval 
Forces Make Important 
Gains in Asiatic Turkey. 
Artillery Engagements 
Feature the Fighting in 
France. 


New York, October 5.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—With the 
Russians still vigorously attacking the 
Austro-Germans in Volhynia, west of 
Lutsk, and thence along the whole 
front of the Dniester in Galicia, Em- 
peror William has started for the front 
of General von Linsinger, near Lutsk, 
where the principal fighting is taking 
place. 

At various places in this sector and 
in Galicia, Petrograd asserts that the 
Austro-Germans have been defeated. 
Berlin, however, takes issue with the 
Russian war office statement and de- 
clares that the only point where the 
Russians reached the Teutonic lines 
was north of Zubilno, and that here 
they later were driven out of the cap- 
tured positions. 


SOLDIERS OF ALLIES 
NEARING MONASTIR. 


Forces cf the entente powers have 
driven their line to within 12 miles of 
Monastir, Serbia, and occupied the 
town of Kuf. On the eastern part of 
the Macedonian front the occupation 
‘Or YEnikeul; néar th@ Struma river, by 
the Britis1 is admitted by Berlin. Like- 
wise Berlin concedes the taking by the 
entente fcrces of Nidje mountain,’ east 
of Monastir. The Italians have cap- 
tured several additional towns in Al- 
bania. 

Considerable fighting has again 
taken place in Asiatic Turkey, where 
along the coastal region Russian land 
forces, in co-operation with their 
fleet, have made advances on a wide 
front, inflicting heavy losses on the 
Turks and capturing arms, ammuni- 
tion and supplies, says Petrograd. Con- 
stantinople reports the repulse of the 
British in an attempt to advance along 
the Euphrates front near Nasiriyeh. 

Little fighting except by the artil- 
lery of the belligerents is taking place 
in the Austro-Italian theater. A simi- 
lar situation exists on the ‘western 
front in France. 


PROGRESS CLAIMED 
FOR RUSSIAN DRIVE 
AGAINST GERMANS 


Petrograd, October 5.—(Via London.) 
Progress for the Russians in their at- 
tacks on Austro-German forces from 
Volhynia south to the Dniester in 
Galicia is reported by the war office 
today. Hostile positions at various 
points have been captured, the state- 
ment declares. The text follows: 

“Western front: On the line extend- 
ing from the Vladimir-Volynski region 
to the Dniester stubborn battles are 
continuing. Our troops have captured 
at various points som® enemy positions. 

“On the River Bystritza in the re- 
gion of Bogored Chan, we defeated 
several enemy outposts and captured a 
number of prisoners. 


RUSSIANS REPULSED, 
BERLIN REPORTS. 


Berlin, October 5.—(Via London.)— 
Desperate attacks by the Russians are 
continuing on the Austro-German front 
west of Lutsk in Volhynia, the war of- 
fice announced today. At the only 
point at which they reached the Tey- 
tonic lines north of Zubilno they were 
subsequently driven out. 

The official statement follows: 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria: On the Stokhod front weak 
army detachments made fruitless at- 
tacsk. 

“The Russians are continuing their 
desperate attacks west of Lutsk. but 
have achieved no success. On each oc- 
casion their attacking waves were 
broken down by our artillery, infantry 
and machine gun fire. Only north of 
Zubitno did weak detachments of 
‘troops succeed in reaching our position 
from which they were driven’ out. 

“Our airmen during the last few days 
have damaged troop encampments and 
railway stations by successful attacks. 
They also dropped numerous bombs 
yesterday on the railway station at 
Rozysceze and on establishments close 
by used as resting places for troops. 
These were set on fire. 

“Front of Archduke Charles Francis: 
There have been no events of impor- 
tance.”

REMAINING TROOPS 
ORDERED 10 BORDER 


Militia at Camp Harris to 
Move as Soon as Trans- 
portation Can Be Arranged 
for Them.

Washington, October 5.—All army 
departmental commanders were order: 
ed by the war department today to 
dispatch militia organizations, still in 
state mobilization camps, to the vorder 
as soon as they can arrange transpor- 
tation facilities. 

The orders affect only troops which 
have not seen service on the border, 
or about 8,000 men in Alabama, Geor- 
gia, Florida, North Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Colorado, New 
Hampshire and New York. 

War department statistics show that 
there are about 104,000 militia now on 
the border. The 8,000 ordered south 
today will relieve a similar force which 
will be returneoe to their home stations 
for muster out of the federal service. 

While officials generally expect the 
entire militia will be withdrawn with- 
in a few weeks. no definite decision 
on this question has’ been announced. 
Secretary Baker, however, has said 
there would be no general re-disposi- 
tion of troops in the southern depart- 
ment until the American-Mexican joint 
commission, in session at Atlantic City, 
evolves some sy'’stem of border control. 


ORDER RECEIVED 
AT MACON CAMP. 


Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., October © 
(Special.)—Georgia’s Infantry brigade 
marched to Macon this afternoon, pass- 
ed in‘review before Brigadier Ceneral 
Walter A. Harris and his staff, march- 
ed back to camp and ‘broke ranks be- 
fore it heard the news that the en- 
camped troops would move as soon as 
transportation could be arranged. 

The infantrymen, swinging with 
rhythmic stride down the full width of 
Cherry street, did not know how close 
they had come to the news; how they 
had nearly touchéd elbows with it. 

The head of the parade was a scant 
hundred yards from the two little flags 
that marked the general’s stand. Be- 
hind the second regiment’s stand was a 
mile of soldiers. It seemed as though 
all of Macon was ranged along the 
street for its view of the last down- 
town parade. General Harris and his 
staff, at the intersection of Cherry and 
Third streets, were waiting for the 
three regiments to pass, and, while a 
packed throng of two thousand people 
watched, an Associated Press repre- 
sentative, pressing through the crowd 
handed a fluttering bit of, white paper 
to Major Cooper D. Winn, Jr., the 
brigadier adjutant. It was the Wash- 
ington dispatch stating thak the troops 
would go to the border as soon as the 
cars were here. 

With a quick wheeling of his horse, 
Major Winn presented the telegram to 
General Harris. Had it been official a 
direct order from the eastern depar- 
ment, a scene might have been staged 
which would have gone down to future 
generations in the history of th-« 
national guard. 

As it was, the marching column 
knew nothing of the message. The 
wave of cheers rolled down the street 
with the broad platoons and to the 
air of the “Old Gray Bonnet,” the bors 
marched to camp. Here the three thor:- 
sand infantrymen found the news wher. 
they finished their eight-mile march. 

There was no excitement. The move- 
ment is expected. The men are im- 
patient and want to go, but‘'they have 
learned how to figure the time between 
press news and confirming orders and 
they expect to leave ghout the’ middle 
of*xhe month.

Aroused by “Mother” Jones, 
300 Women Wreck Trol- 


from Their Posts. 


MANY WOMEN STRUCK 
BY CLUBS OF POLICE 


“You Ought to Be Out 
Raising Hell,” “Mother” 
Jones Cried — Attack on 
Women Infuriates Men. 


New York, October 5.—Spurred on 
by the exhortations of “Mother” Jones, 
labor agitator, three hundred wives 
and women relatives of striking street 
car men battled with the police late 
this afternoon in the most serious riot 
since the walkout on the traction lines 
began a month ago. Night sticks were 
swung right and left by the police and 
many of the women were bruised. 
Scores of the rioters carried babies in 
their arms. 

A crowd of strikers who had congre- 
gated around the uptown hall, where 
the meeting addressed by “Mother” 
Jones was held, entered the fray on 
the side of the women and was driv- 
ing back the few patroimen on the 
scene when an automobile load of blue- 
coated reinforcements arrived. The re- 
serves plunged into the midst of the 
struggling mob and wielded their clubs 
vigorously. When the rioters finally 
fled they left nine prisoners—six wom- 
en and three men—in the hands of the 
police. 

Aroused by “Mother” Jones. 

The trouble began when the women 
poured out of the hall where “Mother” 
Jones had exhorted them to “get the 
‘scabs’ off the cars.” 

“You are too sentimental,” she had 
cried, “staying at home thinking of 
dress and trinkets when you ought to 
be out raising hell.” 

Trooping in the street, the women 
hooted and jeered at cross-town cars 
in 86th street. Suddenly a chunk of 
asphalt was hurled through the window 


truck. 
general attack on the car and in less 
than a minute every window was shat- 
tered. A patrolman who was on strike 
duty on the car escorted the forty or 
fifty passengers into the street and then 
charged alone into the crowd of jeering 
women. He was helpless, however, un- 
til assistance arrived. 
Men Pulled From Car. 

Meanwhile the car was being wrecked 
as piece after piece of broken asphalt 
was hurled at it. The motorman and 
conductor were lost to sight after sev- 
eral women clambered aboard the car 
and pulled them to the street. The 
men’s clothing was torn, their faces 
scratched and bruised. It was not un- 
til the automobile load of reserves ar- 
rived that a semblance of order was 
restored. 

One of the women arrested charged 
the police with dragging her infant 
child from her arms. She asserted the 
child was left on the sidewalk, and 
two hours after the riot no trace of it 
had been found. 

Before the meeting of the women 
closed, a committee was appointed to 
arrange for a woman’s parade from 
Union square to the city hall, where an 
attempt will be made to see Mayor 
Mitchel. The parade probably will be 
held next Monday. : 

President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, conferred today 
with William B. Fitzgerald, general or- 
ganizer of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street and Electric Railway Em- 
ployees, and James H. Vahey, of counse] 
for the association.

TRANSPORT FRANGONI 
S SUNK BY SUBMARINE 


No Troops on Cunard Steam- 
er—Twelve Members of 
Crew Missing. 


London, Ocfober 5.—The admiralty 
announces that the Cunard steamer 
Franconia, employed for transport duty, 
was sunk in the Mediterranean yes- 
terday by an enemy submarine. The 
steamer had no troops aboard. Twelve 
men of the crew of 302 are missing. 

The Franconia was a vessel of 18,150 
tons gross and was built in 1910. Her 
maiden voyage was between Liverpool 
and Boston in February, 1911. 

The Franconia was 625 feet long, 72 
feet wide and displaced 256,000 tons. 
When she was built she was considered 
one of the most comfortable steamers 
of the Cunard line. The vessel was 
nicknamed the “Bath Ship” inasmuch as 
she had more bath rooms and showers 
than the Mauretania, this equipment 
being installed for the benefit of pas- 
sengers bound for long cruises to the 
Mediterranean. 

The steerage of the Franconia twas 
considered the ‘best appointed of any 
Steamer tarrying third-class passen- 
gers. 

The last report of the Franconia in 
June, 1915,- announced that she had 
had been chartered to carry British 
troops to the Dardanelles.

Parade of Strikers.

Then marched William Pollard, the 
organizer from Springfield, I11., and the 
leading spirit .in the carmen’s agita- 
tion, who was accompanied by Hardy 
Teat, of Atlanta, another leading 
figure. 
president of the Southern Labor con- 
gress, and R. E. Gann, president of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

Included in the parade was a group 
of Seaboard Air Line railway em- 
ployes, who took advantage of an off- 
day to join the march. There were 
said to have been more than 500 men 
with caps in the line of march, who, 
according to the associates of Pollard, 
were striking carmen. Crowds cheered 
the pageant all along the line of march. 
The police preserved perfect crder. 

Another attempt at arbitration met 
with failure at the meeting of the 
business men’s committee Thursday, 
when W. 8. Wardlaw, of the Atlanta 
Typographical union, made the sugges- 


tion. 

Without permitting the motion to 
come to a vote, however, Chairman 
Asa Candler asserted that the mat- 
ter of labor unions did not concern 
the citizens’ committee, the resolutions 
adopted the previous day establishing 
the fact that the body was organizei 
for the sole purpose of maintaining 
law and order. 

Police Board Meets. 


The board of police commissioners 
met Thursday afternoon to authorize 
the appointment of as many extra 
policemen as would be necessary t9 
enforce order, even though the num- 
ber reached 200. Mell R. Wilkinson, 
president of the Presidents’ club, had 
communicated with the #¢comnrission, 
saying that the organization would 
underwrite the salaries of such extra 
men as would be required in enforc- 
ing law and order. The followinz 
resolution was adopted: 

“Be it resolved by the board of police 
commissioners, That a sufficient number of 
men be employed and sworn in for special 
service during the present unsettled condi- 
tion of affairs that may, from time to time; 
be found necessary to fully preserve law and 
order. In the absence of a meeting of the 
board of police commissioners, the mayor, 
chairman of the board, and the chief of 
police, or two of them, be empowered to 
secure such men for immediate duty.’”’ 

The trolley officials expressed op- 
timism over the strikers prediating an 
early end to the strike. Atlanta breath- 
ed easier last night than ever, and 
car service was run with a greater 
degree of efficiency.

TRACKS 
OBSTRUCTED.

While discussing the strike situation 
in his room at the Aragon hotel last 
night, Edward McMorrow, of Chicago, 
a leader of the strikers, and organizer 
of union men, said that the situation 
appeared in better shape than at any 
time since he came to Atlanta a few 
days ago. 

“Mr. Arkwright was surely wrong 
when he said that there were only six.- 
ty-five men in the organization,” said 
Mr. McMorrow. ‘The parade today, in 
which there were over 560 men, proves 
that, and there were approximately, 150 
who could not march in the parade be- 
cause they did not have on their caps, 
as required, and others were not march- 
ing on account of the inclement weath- 
er, and others had gone home to their 
families.’’ 

Mr. McMorrow said that he and the 
organized strikers were willing for the 
controversy at issue to be left in the 
hands of the Federation of Trades. 

“We do not care to stand in the way 
of peace. We are distinctly opposed to 
violence.” , 

He said tnat men were leaving the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
daily, several having left on Thursday, 
and among them one of the oldest men 
of the system. 


SLAIN BY VILLA 
AS HE MAKES PLEA 
FOR WOMEN’S HONOR 


El Paso, Texas, October 5.—Among 
the civilians murdered by Villa on en- 
tering Cusihuiriachic, according to an 
eyewitness of the fight who is here 
today, was Caesar Sala, an Italian by 
birth but a naturalized citizen of Mex- 
ico, who was the only person of foreign 
origin to escape from the Santa Ysabel 
massacre. 

Sala, who had a store in Cusihuiria- 
chic, said the refugees went to Villa 
to urge him to prevent the assault of 
young women by the bandits then ter- 
rorizing the town. Villa’s answer to 
Sala’s pleadings was a bullet. 

Sala escaped death at Santa Ysabe! 
through being struck senseless with 
the butt of a revolver by Pablo Lopez. 

Another case of wanton killing at 
Cusihuiriachic was reported by the 
witness who said an elderly Mexican 
named Valenzuela paid with his life 
for his presumption in trying to secure 
the release of two young sons who had 
been impressed into Villa’s band. 


Experts Are Probing 
Humble Family Life 
Of Clams and Scallops 


»ashington, October 5.—Investiga- 
tion of the clam has been undertaken 
by the pure food experts of the de- 
partment of agriculture. Dr. Carl L 
Alsbersg, chief of the bureau of chem- 
istry, who is directing the inquiry, said 
today that scientists believe the clam 
to be even more subject to pollution 
than the oyster, which now is consid- 
‘ered virtually free from disease as a 
result of the interstate shipment regu- 
lations instituted by the department. 

The clam is more or less mysterious 
to federal investigators. Little ig 
known regarding its so-called habits. 
The investigation is expected to develop 
what these are as well as what meth- 
od, if any, may be employed to make 
good clams out of bad ones. 

Oysters in polluted waters may be 
‘cleansed by being transplanted for a 
couple of ~eeks in waters that are 
pure. Most of the clams consumed in

Invaders of Bulgaria Prac- 
tically Wiped Out, Accord- 
ing to Reports From Sofia 
and Berlin. 


New York, October 5.—(By Associat- 
ed Press European 
there is some divergence in the official 
reports from Sofia and Bucharest con- 
cerning the fate of the force of Ru- 
manians which was thrown across the

“demonstration.” Bucharest adds that 
the Rumanians withdrew to the left

All the attempts of the Rumanians 
and Russians to advance in Dobrudja 
have been frustrated by counter at- 
tacks of the Teutonic allies.

NEARLY DESTROYED, 
CLAIMS BULGARIA 


Sofla, Wednesday, October 4.—(Via 
London, October 5.)—Bulgarian troops 
from the fortresses of Rustchuk and 
Turtukai attacked and defeated the 
Rumanian force of some sixteen bat- 
talions which recently crossed the 
Danube into Bulgarian territory near 
ere the war office announced to- 
ay. 

On the main battle line in Dobrudja 
attempts by the Russians and Ruma- 
nians to advance have been frustrated 
by the artillery and by successful 
counter attacks.

“Rumanian front: On the Danube 
front, fifteen or sixteen Rumanian bat- 
talions without artillery, which crossed

In order 
to repulse them we sent two columns 
from Rustchuk and Turlukai.

Bucharest, October 5.—(Via London.) 
Announcement was made here officially 
today that the Rumanian troops which 
crossed the Danube and invaded Bul- 
garia have returned to the Rumanian 
side of the river. 

On the northerly front the Ru- 
manians have won a three-day battle, 
the official ‘statement declares, and, 
after capturing Austro-German fortifi- 
cations, are —s their defeated foe 
toward the west. he statement fol- 
lows:

ward, and David Yarbrough, member 
of the citizens’ committee from the 
ward. 

The mayor was more than willing to 
sign the ordinance. He asked for a 
pen and Mr. Dillon offered his own. The 
mayor accepted the offer and affixed 
his signature to the paper. 

“Now,” said Mr. Dillon, “I don’t want 
to offer that pen to you free of charge, 
but if you want it I will let you pay: 
me five cents for it.” 

The mayor handed over the five-cent 
piece and thanked Mr. Dillon, putting 
the pen in his pocket. 

“That is about the cheapest fine pen 
I ever got,” he remarked, as he exam- 
ined the gold point and sterling silver 
inlaid barrel and cap.

RIOTING MUST STOP! 


Atlanta does not propose to and will not 
tolerate rioting and disorder. 

The grand jury is preparing to investl- 
gate charges of rioting against certain per- 
sons now under arrest. Those responsible 
should be held both to strict and prompt 
account. Efficient court action will have a 
great deal to do with repression. 

While there has been comparatively 
little of this lawlessness so far in connection 


with the differences between the Georgia 


Reilway and Electric company and some of 
its former employees, there has been enough 
to indicate the presence of dangerous possi- 
bilities unless the tendency is promptly 
checked. : 

So far as Atlanta’s citizens are con- 
cerned, the merits of the controversy be- 
tween the company and its men are not in- 
The citizens’ law and order com- 
that perfectly 


volved. 
mittee has already made 
clear. 

But they do propose to insist that there 
shall be an end to riot and assault, reports 
of which from one section or another, tra- 
versed by the car lines, are now of daily 
occurrence. 

The lives and persons of peaceable and 
law-abiding citizens are involved, and they 
have every right to demand adequate pro- 
tection. 

The police department has maintained 
exceptionally good order in the business 
sections, but it cannot, of course, be every- 
where in sufficient force. The sheriff and his 
deputies have rendered able assistance, and 
so has the county police. But these have 
not together, as yet, solved the whole 
problem. 

If necessary, we must have more men, 
double the number if required, to preserve 
the peace and to protect life and property. 

We are confident organized labor does 
it pro- 
ceeds, no doubt, from mistaken and mis- 
guided sympathizers. 

But when it comes to disorder and vio- 
lence it is not a question of source, but re- 
pression. 

The rioting must stop. Atlanta will not 
countenance or tolerate it. 

Police and peace officers acting in co- 
operation with the courts can stop it and 
keep it stopped. 

That is all Atlanta asks, but that much 
she demands. 


THE NEW PARIS. 


The prediction is made that after the 
war “a new Paris” will greet the foreign 
visitor. According to a Paris dispatch to 
The New York World, there is a “cleaning- 
up campaign” on foot in the great, gay ety, 
under the direction of M. Urbain Gohier, 
editor of The Paris Journal, so that “no one 
in the future is to be given any pretext 
whatever to asperse the name of France or 
its capital;”’ and here is what ig said of 
the alleged “wicked” Paris of the old days: 


The Paris of the foreign touris ri 
after the war be a thing of the pant, 
The gay Babylon, the Ville lLumiere, the 
city of a form of roystering gaiety the 
very thought of which shocked prudish 
persons the world over, is to be cleaned 
up forever. That Paris is to die with the 
war. Its demise will be all the easier 
since, as a matter of fact, it never really 
existed. 

Paris, the great city of light, of mar- 
velous architecture, of art and beauty 
and many attractions which no other city 
can rival, never in reality was anything 
but a serious city. The sinful notions 
regarding it had their origin largely in 
the imagination of the foreign visitors, 
ignorant of the elementary facts regard- 
ing Paris, incapable of judging what their 
eyes beheld and unacquainted with the 
necessary variety of the modes of life of 
a great city. 


But there is to be reformation wherever 
it is needed, after the war, and because of 
it, for it is the great sorrow of the war that 
has made the wonder-city serious—the chas- 


tening of sorrow. , 
And as with Paris, 


so with London,

the people; where great moral reforms are 
proposed,. and the thought of the uplift of 
humanity is foremost in the minds of all.

NEW YORK’S MILK SUPPLY. 


When there was talk of a general tie-up 
of the railroad traffic of the United States 
as the result of the proposal of four hundred 
thousand railroad employees to strike for 
better conditions, the prospective cutting off 
of New York’s milk supply was pointed to 
as one of the possible terrible calamities 
that would follow upon it. New York is 
today face to face with just such conditions 
as to her milk supply as were then predicted, 
but from wholly another cause. 

The farmers around New York city who 
produce the milk consumed there have gone 
on a strike against the big milk companies 
for better prices for their product; and in 
pursuance of their program are raiding milk 
wagons at every opportunity and pouring 
the product into the gutters. 

It is said there are some 15,000 dairy 
farmers banded together as the State 
Dairymen’s league in order to compel ‘the 
milk companies to pay them a higher rate. 
The milk companies have just raised the 
price one cent a quart, to 10 cents and 12 
cents for different grades, while they are 
paying the dairymen 314 cents a quart. The 
dairymen are demanding an increase of 1 
cent a quart, or 41% cents for their product. 

New York’s daily supply of milk is ap- 
proximately 2,500,000 quarts. On Tuesday 
there was a shortage of 750,000 quarts, which 
was expected to grow as the strike pro 
gressed. The members of the dairymen’s 
league, it is stated, control 300,000 out of 
the 350,000 cows in the milk-producing area 
from which New York gets its supply. 

As an illustration of conditions prevailing 
in the milk-producing sections surrounding 


New York city, The New York Sun says: 

Fifteen thousand cows in Oneida coun- 
ty and 40,000 cows in Herkimer, Lewis, 
Madison, Otsego and adjacent counties 
did not do a tap of work for the city yes- 
terday. Members of the Dairymen’s 
league own them all. 

All the roads leading to the milk sta- 
tions were picketed early this morning 
and absolute holdups were frequent. At 
Cassville and West Winfield groups of 
masked men stopped farmers taking milk 
to the stations, seized the milk and 
dumped it. Ninety-five per cent of the 
dairymen of Oneida county are members 
of the Dairymen’s league, according to an 
official. In this county farmers have 
been making their milk into butter and 
cheese; cheese factories have sprung up 
overnight in many places, and farmers 
are running them on the co-operative 
plan. 


The situation in other milk-producing 
counties is as bad or worse than this, and 
New York’s millions of population are al- 
ready beginning to suffer seriously as a re- 
sult of the milk shortage. ‘ 

It is a situation which is peculiarly dis- 
tressing in the case of babies and young 
children, and particularly those of the poorer 
families which would find difficulty in pro- 
curing needed milk supplies under any but 
normal conditions. 

The city authorities have taken hold of 
the matter and hope to bring about early 
settlement of the dispute, as it is imperative 
that conditions such as this be speedily 
remedied. 

It is a peculiar though deplorable coin- 
cidence that the very calamity which it was 
predicted would come upon New York and 
other large cities through the railroad 
strike, had it been called, has befallen New 
York within a few weeks after the traffic 
situation was settled. 

But New York’s need for milk is impera- 
tive and one way or another unquestionably 
the problem will-be solved regardless of the 
contentions which have given rise to it. 


RISKS OF THE AIR-RAIDERS. 


The men who dare the sea-depths in the 
submarine hold hands with Death each mo- 
ment of their voyage. As in the case of the 
far cruise of the Deutschland, it takes high 
courage to command the “ships” of the un- 
dersea—even when they are on a peaceful 
mission; for, as in the Deutschland’s case, 
the perils are only slightly less than those 
incurred by the death-dealers of the sea. 

But the men of the airships even more 
lightly hold their lives, and theirs is a world- 
dazzling courage, for the life risks are far 
greater. 

“Men, all in fire,” was a recent spectacle, 
seen for miles around in England when a 
blazing Zeppelin was brought down by the 
English air-defenders. One account says 
that for a brief moment their forms were 
visible, ‘“‘wreathed with flame,” as the Zep- 
pelin descended; and then they were buried 
beneath a tangled mass of wreckage. 

Certainly, a spectacular death, to the 
cheering of the thousands that witnessed it. 

But they were cheering the gunners, 
whose fine marksmanship had put an end 
to one of the air-terrors that, like the rest 
of them, had been the means of the death 
of the innocent—of women and little chil- 
dren. 

German testimony is now in the nature 
of a tribute to English efficiency in these 
air-batties, and when the long-expected 
“oreat raid’ comes—when, as a writer in 
The London Observer predicts, “the Zep- 
pelins will come an hundred strong,” there 
will be an air-spectacle worth while!

Many Statutes Violated 
In Atlanta During Strike 


_ Editor Constitution: The present strike 
Situation tends to fill with wonder one who 
has spent his life in studying the law of the 
land. lt wonder how many people in the state 
of Georgia (to say nothing of the agitators 
from the outside) know how jealous this 
state is of the right of its citizens to pursue 
their several callings in peace and without 
molestation of any sort. I wonder how many 
such know that it is a crime in this state to 
prevent or attempt to prevent any person 
from engaging in, remaining in, or perforg- 
ing the duties of any lawful employment or 
occupation, either by threats, violence or in- 
timidation, whether singly or by combina- 
tion or conspiracy. 

I wonder how many such persons know 
that it is a crime in this state to hinder any 
person who desires tolabotfrom so doing, or 
to hinder any person from being employed 
as a laborer or employee. I wonder how 
many such persons know that it is a crime 
in this state to hinder the owner, manager or 
proprietor for the time being, from control- 
ing, using, operating or working any prop- 
erty in any lawful occupation, or shall hin- 
der such person from hiring or employing 
laborers or employees. 1 wonder how many 
such persons know that it is a crime in the 
state of Georgia for two or more persons to 
do any unlawful act of violence, or any other 
act in a violent and tumultuous manner, and 
that the name of this crime is “riot.” 

To all such, sections 126 to 129 and 360 
of the present penal code of Georgia are re- 
ferred. I wonder how many thousand times 
these wholesome statutes have been openly, 
willfully and shamelessly violated in the pub- 
lic streets and suburbs of our good city with- 
in the last week. I wonder whether or not 


‘the great popularity of our present policy of 


electing everybody to office by popular vote 
grows out of the fact that when so elected 
nobody seems to feel called upon to enforce 
the laws of the land.

| The Yellow Gold of Corn; 
How Its Price Has Ran Gamut 
From Low to High in Past Years 


(From The Boston Transcript.) ; 
War and whisky, gin and patent break- 
fast foods are among the causes that have 
put the price of corn in the Boston market 
to a point above the dollar mark. For the 
first time in more than forty years, with 
possibly two unimportant exceptions, it 
costs more than $1 to buy corn raised in the 
great west—the price being per bushel in 
carload lots delivered at Boston. Corn has 
been quoted once within the forty-year 
period at $1 in Chicago. That one time was 
May 31, 1892. Saturday, three days before 
that, the price for the May option was 70 
cents a bushel. Monday was a holiday. At 
the opening Tuesday, settlement day, those 
who had cornered the May option demanded 
and received $1 a bushel for large quanti- 
ties of the grain. The corner epee: be- 
fore noon. The price dropped 49%% cents 
in a few minutes and closed at 60 
around parity with the other options. 
That move was entirely speculative. Lit- 
tle of the speculative enters into the figures 
of this week, when No. 2 yellow corn, or 
No. 2 mixed, sold around, $1.02 a bushel for 
export from Boston. 


Factor in Price Fixing. 


Many elements enter into the determi- 
nation of the price of corn, which, in 4 gen- 
eral way, has increased steadily in price 
from a low of 19% cents, in Chicago, in Sep- 
tember, 1896, to the present Boston price of 
$1.02. War and drought are two, but men 
who have followed the market for years say 
war and grought are only contributing fac- 
tors and by no means the most important. A 
great economic change as to the relative 
value of the dollar and the bushel of corn— 
as well as in regard to other farm staples— 
has worked out since the famous free silver 
campaign of the democratic party in. 1896 
when William Jennings Bryan was the can- 
didate on a platform which ‘said: 

“We declare that the act of 1873, demon- 
etizing silver without the knowledge of the 
American people, has resulted in the appre- 
ciation of gold and a corresponding fall in 
the price of commodities produced by the 
people; a heavy increase in the burden of 
taxation and of all debts, public and private; 
the enrichment of the money-lending class 
at home and abroad; prostitution of industry 
and the impoverishment of the people.” 


The Silver Fever. 


It was a favorite argument, during that 
campaign, that the value of the gold dollar 
had risen steadily to a maximum as com- 
pared with the products of the farm. As an 
argument in that direction, frequent men- 
tion was made of ’the fact:that corn (early in 
September, 1896) was selling at 19% cents a 
bushel in Chicago. The crop had been large 
for those days, though it would be considered 
small now. The price was so small that, in 
places, farmers were using the corn for 
fuel. Wheat was low. Pork was less than 
half the price that prevails today. Beef was 
low. 

Following the election of McKinley, prices 
of the farmer’s produce began to gain in 
value. Measured by the standard of today, 
the bushel of corn will buy more than four 
times as much gold as during the Bryan- 
McKinley campaign of 1896. Or, putting it 


cents 


the other way, the dollar will buy less than | 


one-quarter as much corn as it would in 1896. 
And, apparently, the evolution is due _ to 
causes that set entirely at naught the theo- 
ries of the free silver orators of those times. 

The price of $1.02 a bushel for corn in 
Boston represents’ an advance of about 12 
cents a bushel over the cash corn quotations 
in the Chicago market. The difference is 
accounted for by the freight rate, the seHer’s 
commission and the shipping charge. So the 
rate of $1 a bushel in Boston would be the 
equivalent of 88 cents a bushel in Chicago. 
That price has prevailed once in forty years, 
other than as above noted. Corn sold at 88 
cents a short time on July 9, 1902, when 
there was a corner in the July option, the 
July price being about 30 cents a _ bushel 
above the other options. This corner col- 
lapsed before the middle of the month and 
the price dropped, on July 15, from 80 cents 
to 65% cents. 

The corfi crop. of the United States in 
the year 1896, when the low of 19% cents a 
bushel was reached, is recorded as 2,283,- 
875,000 bushels—a “bumper” crop and regard- 
ed as a record up to that time, but much 
below the crop of 3,054,535,000 bushels in 
1915; even considerably beloW the estimated 
2,780,000 bushels for 1916. The fiigh prices 
previous to this week, 88 cents a bushel in 
Chicago in 1902, was the result of a crop 
failure in 1901. The price increased in 1902 
beyond the steady grade that was being es- 
tablished, then fell back. The crop in 1901 
was only 1,522,520,000 bushels.

Causes for Increase in Price. 


Now as to the causes of the steady in- 
crease in price of corn in the face of a steady 
increase in the production that seemingly has 
kept pace. William L. Woodbury, grain man 
of Cc. F. & G. W. Eddy, 204 Chamber of 
Commerce building, gives many facts of in- 
terest. He says it is safe to assume that the 
per capita consumption of corn in the United 
States has increased materially in the last 
forty years, and especially during the last 
twenty years. That in itself would be one 
great factor in increasing the price of the 
commodity. There has been an increase in 
the demand for export. This he attributes 
largely to the increased use of corn for hu- 
man food. Years ago corn was regarded, in 
Europe especially, as food for cattle, horses 
and hogs. Now it enters into food for hu- 
man consumption to a much greater extent. 
There is a greatly increased use of corn in 
prepared foods, put up in cartons and boxes, 
both at home and abroad. 

The manufacture of whisky creates a 
great demand and a large quantity of corn 
goes to Holland to be made into gin. 

Of course the war has caused an increased 
demand for United States corn abroad, and 
this is the more so because the short wheat 
crop has sent the price of that grain to a 
point so high that the English and*French 
are looking for substitutes for wheat. '‘Eng- 
land has bought a great deal of corn in 
Argentina, but the supply there has been 
reduced to the vanishing point. This, too, 
has caused an increased demand for corn 
from the United States. The English prefer 
our corn to that from Argentina, the latter 
being a harder grain than that grown on the 
western praries, and making a yellow meal. 
The corn sent from the United States to Engs 
land is largely of mixed color and does not 
make a meal so yellow as that from South 

erica. 

AMexporters are inclined to believe that the 
price of corn at Boston noints will go even 
higher. though prices much abovethe present 
level will tend to decrease the demand from 
a large class in the west who buy corn to 
feed to cattle and hogs in the fattening 
process, off the farms and ranches.

ATLANTA’S GROWTH SINCE PASSAGE

IN TELEGRAMS SENT TO EDMONDS 


That prohibition has absolutely nothing ' 


to do with Atlanta’s present municipal finan- 
cial problem, and that the people of Georgia 
are overwhelmingly in tavor of this law, and 
desirous of its strict observance, was the 
gist of a number of telegrams sent yester- 
day by prominent Atlantans to Richard H. 
Edmonds, editor of The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord, of Baltimore. 

The déccasion for these wires was a tele- 
fram sent to each of these civic leaders by 
Mr. Edmonds in which he stated that liquor 
interests in Baltimore have published as ad- 
vertisements in Baltimore papers sentences 
taken from a news article on the election 
of Asa Candler as mayor of Atlanta in Les- 
lie’s weekly, which would apparently show 
that local civic institutions were paralyzed 
by the lack of funds.~ The advertisements 
were so worded, it is said, as to give the 
impression to Baltimore voters that this con- 
dition was the result of the new prohibition 
laws. 

“The liquor tax did not and could not 
make us prosperous, nor did the lack of it 
impoverish us,” wired V. H. Kriegshaber, 
president of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce. “In recent years many permanent 
improvements such as crematory, expensive 
waterworks and school buildings have been 
built out of current revenues instead of 
through bond issues as should have been. 
No salaries of any employees are unpaid or 
Overdue, Prohibition has nothing at all to 
do with Our present municipal financial 
problem:” : 

“After nine years’ trial Georgia is over- 
Whelmingly for prohibition,” asserted C. J. 
Haden, president of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, in concluding a telegram in 
Which he showed the great increase in pop- 
ulation in Atlanta, the enhancement in value 
of her real estate, the lessening of crime, 
and increase in school attendance. 

Asa G. Candler, mayor-elect of Atlanta, 
in his telegram declares that his election 
was the result of the fact that “the present 
administration has been totally unsatisfac- 
tory and our citizens were determined to 
eet rid of it.

The Human Cost. 


(From The Pittsburg Dispatch.) 

The great war has been going on 80 
long and the world has become so accus- 
tomed to the horror of it that little account 
is taken of the staggering loss it has en- 
tailed. Only when there is a review of the 
sum total of misery is a proper apprecia- 
tion possible of what it all has meant. Such 
a review has been made by a Danish society 
which has followed the casualties from the 
beginning and has put out a statement giv- 
ing the casualties up.to August 1, or for 
two years of the conflict. The total killed 
since the beginning number 5,200,000; 1,500,- 
000 have been totally disabled; the casualties 
of every sort are placed at 22,000,000. 

It is difficult for the mind to grasp the 
import of such figures. They mean, in effect, 
that a good-sized nation has béen wiped off 
the map; they tell a story of horror such as 
the mind of man never could have conceived; 
they offer a picture of untold suffering for 
years to come and of hates engendered that 
generations will not wipe out. For it is not 
possible that the experiences of those living 
today, who have suffered more directly as 
individuals than in the general suffering that 
is the inevitable result of any war, shall not 
be transmitted to their children. Many sto- 
ries have been told of the griefs suffered by 
non-combatants, those unspeakable griefs 
that have gone with war throughout the 
ages. Mo.aers who have experienced such 
sorrow will transmit the resentment to their 
children. And so the generations will pay. 

There is, too, that army of the helpless 
that every nation will have to support for 
the rest of that army’s life. The halt and 
the blind will be making their slow way 
through life, a shocking evidence of the cost 
of ambition and the desire for vengeance, It 
is interesting to note Austria’s share of the 
price. She sought to punish a nation because 
a crazed youth shot down two of her royal- 
ties. She has lost 2,893,250 men, of whom 
523,125 have been killed and 1,775,125 wound- 
ed. A staggering price, it must be admitted, 
for the assertion of power—and that asser- 
tion not yet borne out. And when the total 
price is figured, what has the world to show 
for all the misery?

No New Mediation Step 

Taken and None Contem- 

plated in the Near Future. 

Lioyd-George’s Statements 
Unwarranted.

Washington, October 5.—No new step 
to end the European war ha'’s been 
taken by the United States, and, 80 far 
as officials here can foresee, none is 
likely to be taken in the near future, 
according to an authoritative statement 
of the government's position, obtained 
today in high official circles. 

While no official professed to know 
what is in President Wilson’s mind, it 
was declared that no preparations had 
been made for discussion of peace 
through the usual diplomatic channels, 
and that all the information gathered 
here seemed to indicate that such a 
move would be both useless and inad- 
visable. It was pointed out, however, 
that in a matter of this nature the 
president usually keeps his own coun- 
gel and might be influenced by indica- 
tions of which the officials here are in 
ignorance. 
ieasdier the many rumors that the 
United States already had made medi- 
atory advance to the belligerents dur- 
ing recent months, it was declared au- 


thoritatively that mediation had neither | 


been offered by this government nor 
geuggested to it from abroad. It was 
flatly stated that no new peace over-~ 
tures at all had been made to any of 
the belligerent governments, and that 
no belligerent government had _ indi- 
cated that such overtures would be 
welcomed. 
Stand Not Changed. 

The United States, it was.explained, 

stands exactly where it has stood ever 


since President Wilson, at the outbreak: 


of the war, made an open offer to use 
the good offices of the country when- 
ever requested. Since that announce- 
ment, it wa's declared, there has been 
no changes so far as the American gov- 
ernment is concerned. 

While declining to be quoted direct- 
ly on so delicate a matter, officials here 
are understood to be thoroughly con- 
vinced that any peace move at this 
time would be resented as unneutral, 
and might impair the government’s 
standing as a mediator when the time 
-for action comes. In ‘support of this 
belief, attention is called to the formal 
decision of Switzerland, Norway, Swe- 
den and Denmark not to offer media- 
tion now, the informal] decision of Spain 
and the vatican to the same effect, the 
warning against such*attempts sounded 
recently by David Lloyd-George, the 
British war minister; the Swedish pre- 
mier’s declaration yesterday that peace 
proposals by neutrals would be futile 
and other utterances by public men in 
belligerent and neutral countries. 
land and the United States alone have 
taken no definite stand against media- 
tion now, but there is no expectation 
here that either will abandon its pres- 
ent silence. 


Statements Not Warranted. 


Mr. Lloyd-George’s recent statements 
have been spoken of here as unneces- 
sarily harsh toward this country, and 
unwarranted by any recent American 
move. Attempts to interpret as a peace 
move Ambassador von Bernstorff’s visit 
to President Wilson next Monday are 
declared to be without warrant. It was 
announced several days ago that the 
ambassador intended simply to present 
the emperor’s personal reply to the 
president's letter on Polish relief. ° 

A close watch is being kept on de- 
velopments for any indication that 

eace proposals would be welcomed. 
Much interest was expressed in today’s 
announcement that Henry Ford, found- 
er of the neutral conference at Stock- 
holm, had summoned Louis P. Lochner, 
general secretary of the conference, to 
this country. It was pointed out that 
Mr. Ford recently visited President 
Wilson at Shadow Lawn, but officials 
here do not believe the president would 
seek peace through those channels.

When you are asked ‘aren’t you 
willing to fight?’ reply yes, you are 
waiting for something worth fighting 
for. You are not looking about for 
petty quarrels, but you are looking 
about for that sort of quarrel within 
whose intricacies are written all the 
texts of the rights of man; you are 
looking for some cause which will ele- 
vate your spirit, not depress it, some 
cause in which it seems a glory to shed 
human blood if it be necessary that 
all the common compacts of liberty 
may be sealed with the blood of free- 
men. 

“Every man has to die. It is done 
only once and being a single and dis- 
tinguished act ought to be done for a 
single and distinguished purpose. It 
ought to be thrilled through with the 
purpose of life, so that as a man lived 
and loved, so he may die, striving for 
the things which put all the corpuscles 
of his blood into shouting shape when- 
ever great things were proposed. 

“It has been necessary for nearly 
four years past, my fellow citizens, to 
think of America as a whole, not think 
of any special interests; not to think 
of any special position; not to think 
of any special special sympathy; mere- 
ly to try to conceive in my own heart 
what the America that you and J love 
is; what it has been and what it ought 
to be; to try to guide the council of 
this nation so that men may see after- 
wards stamped upon the conduct of 
that time some guiding principle, some 
ruling passion of the mind, some per- 
sistent conception of what America 
stands for, so that along the horizon 
under the dark murky clouds of doubt 
that have shadowed our time there 
mav appear a gleaming clear light of 
a day that is going to dawn when the 
liberties of mankind shall have behind 
them the united force and affection of 
all the people of the world. 

Verdict of Future. 

President Wilson discussed business 
problems in his first speech here to- 
day. “As against the verdict of the 
next few years I do not care about the 


verdict of 1916,” he declared. 

“The time has come,” the president 
said, “when America has had thrust 
upon her the necessity of serving the 
world. 

“That alters our commercial prob- 
lems and in fact all our problems 
The men who insist on doing thing: 
in the other way will be pushed to 


the rear.” 

The president said it used to be 
thought right to exploit the world, 
but now it was necessary to serve the 
world. “America can lead the wortd 
if she will only see the way,” he 
added. 

A cheering crowd gathered from ai* 
parts. of Nebraska and greeted tiie 
president as he passed through the 
streets. A non-partisan committee of- 
ficially welcomed the president. 

Because of the Ak-Sar-Ben cclebra- 
tion of Nebraska’s admission to state- 
hood, Omaha was in gala attire. The 
president entered into the spirit of the 
occasion. It was estimated fully 100,- 
000 -.people lined the streets.

He 
turned in an alarm and hurried to the 
dining hall in the basement, where 195 
students and 30 members of the faculty 
were at breakfast. They left the build- 
ing in orderly fashion. 

The loss is estimated at more than 
$300,000, partially covered by insur- 
ance.

RAILROADS PRO 


NEW RATE ON MEAT 


| Want Present Scale on Fresh 
and Cured Meats 
Raised. 


At the afternoon session of the rate 
revision hearing before tbe state rail- 
road commission Thursday, 8S. G. Rains, 
general freight agent of the Seaboard 
Air Line railway, presented the com- 
modity rates which the carriers are 
| proposing on lard and lard compounds. 

Mr. Rains proposed the ‘straight 
mileage for class P for these commod- 
ities in lieu of the several present spe- 
cial commodity rates which apply in 
Georgia. A departure is proposed from 
the proposed class P scale in rates 
\ trom Atlanta and Macon to Savannah 
in order to allow manufacturers at Ma- 
con and Atlanta to compete with water 
rates at Savannah. 

This scale would represent a maxi- 
mum advance of 5 cents per 100 pounds 
from only five points in the state, while 
other advances would range from 1 to 
3 cents. 

Says Rates Are Depressed. 


Mr. Rains stated that the present 
rates from Savannah, Macon and At- 
lanta are very much depressed on ac- 
count of the low rates made interstate 
into Georgia from Nashville and Ohio 
river crossings in 1905, and which were 
not subsequently advanced with the ad- 
vance in interstate rates. These intra- 
state rates from these Georgia points 
the carriers now propose to advance 
somewhat. The rates from Atlanta and 
Macon to Savannah, however, will not 
be advanced to the same level as the 
rates from Savannah to these two 
points, for the reason that producers at 
the interior points have a competition 
with water rates at Savannah which 
Savannah producers do not experience 
in competing at the interior points. 
The Savannan rate to Atlanta proposed 
is 33 cents, whereas the Atlanta rate 
to Savannah proposed is 21 cents. The 
Macon rate to Savannah is proposed as 
20 cents. 

M. M. Caskie, representing the Geor- 
gia Shippers’ association, contended 
that the rate from Macon and Atlanta 
to Savannah should be made the same 
level as the rate from Savannah to 
Macon and Atlanta. Mr. Rains admit- 
ted that he believed the carriers would 
be justified in asking the 33-cent rate 
from Atlanta and the corresponding 
rate from Macon to Savannah, but that 
the roads were inclined out of defer- 
ence to the producers at these points 
to ask the lower rate, 

The advances proposed by Mr. Rains 
are justified, he said, by reason of the 
| fact, first, that these commodities now 
have unduly and unreasonably low 
rates which do not bear their propor- 
tionate part of the revenue and ex- 
penses of the carriers, and, second, the 
conviction of the carriers that ,these 
commodities should be rated at not less 
than sixth-class.

Chicago, October 5.—Soaring prices 
for wheat accompanied news today 
that the Argentine drought showed no 
sign yet of coming to an end. Despite 
a subsequent reaction in values and 
notwithstanding an unsettled feeling at 
the close, the market scored net gains 
of % to le with December at $1.60\% and 
May at $1.5944. Other leading staples, 
too, all advanced, corn 1% to 246c, oats 
%@% to %e and provisions 2% to 
Si Le fa 40c. 

Wheat jumped to new high record 
quotations for 1916 almost as soon as 
trading began, but the feat had been 
accomplished so often of late that still 
another instance was taken as merely 
a matter of course and additional up- 
turns quickly followed. The Argentine 
situation was generally coupled with 
the smallness of the United States sur- 
plus and with evidence of increasing 
European demand. In this connection, 
it was pointed out that foreigners and 
seaboard exporters appeared to be buy- 
ing futures here on a liberal scale. The 
consequent bulge in prices tempted 
profit-taking by holders, however, to 
such an extent that at least a tempo- 
rary setback was inevitable and during 
a brief interval virtually all gains were 
wiped out. 

Fresh buying lifted the wheat mar- 
ket again in the final fifteen minutes 
of the session and it was said foreign- 
ers were still purchasing freely. Ex- 
port business in the last two days was 
estimated at more than 2,000,000 bushels 
of which Omaha alone was credited 
with 1,000,000 bushels. 

Corn was active and at times excited, 
closing at about the top prices of the 
day. The chief basis of the strength 
seemed to be a remarkably enlarged 
export call. It was said British ships 
would hereafter be allowed to carry a 
greater proportion of corn than has for 
months past been the case, and that as 
much as possible Europeans would suwb- 
stitute corn for wheat. 

Oats moved up in value with other 
cereals. December delivery was in es- 
pecially brisk demand. 

Provisions ascended owing to higher 
quotations on hogs and grain. Shorts 
were large buyers.

New York, October 5.—The cotton 
market was very active during the 
greater part of today’s trading and 
prices made new high records for the 
season at the opening, with January 
selling at 17.24, or 68 points above the 
low level reached on the reaction of 
last Tuesday. Realizing was extremely 
heavy, however, and reactions follow- 
ed with January selling off to 17,00 
and closing at 17.07. The general list 
closed irregular and unsettled net 1 
point higher to 13 points lower. Oc- 
tober was higher while later months 
were 2 to 13 points under, lest night's 
closing figures. 

Relatively firm cables and apprehen- 
sions of frost in the southwest 
seemed to stimulate demand at the 
opening, and first prices were steady, 
net unchanged to 10 points higher. All 
the active positions sold about 8 tv 
12 points above last night’s close, 
either on or immediately following the 
call, but the advance of nearly $3 
per bale from the low level of Tues- 
day evidently attracted very heavy 


selling for profits. 

There was also very extensive realiz- 
ing by local bulls and houses with 
western connections. Offerings were 
taken by a broadening outside de- 
mand and moderate support from trade 
sources, but prices gradually eased off 
until the active positions were 11 #9 
16 points under last night’s closing 
figures. At this level the selling seem- 
ed to subside somewhat and there were 
rallies of several points early in the 
afternoon, but the improvement was 
not maintained, and the tone was un- 
settled during the afternoon.

New Orleans, October 6.—Aithough 
cotton prices went to new high levels 
for the seagon here today, the market 
did not show any sustained strength 
and much of the time was under pres- 
sure from realizing sales. Selling was 
heaviest late in the session when 
prices were put 5 to 7 points under 
yesterday's close. Last prices were at 
a net loss of 4 to 6 points. 

In. the early trading the tone was 
Very steady, the result of better 
cables than due, the larger export 
movement and frost predictions in th> 
western belt. At the highest, trading 
months were 10 to 12 points over yes- 
terday’s final quotations and March 
touched 17 cents. 

Heavy selling orders reached the 
market at its highest and offerings 
were liberal from the middle of the 
morning on. The market had a steady 
tone at the decline, but made only 
faint recoveries.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, October 5.—(Special.)—Consid- 

ering the tremendous volume of long cotton 
thrown overboard today, the market showed 
wonderful absorptive powers. Quick, al- 
though moderate, rallies followed every de- 
cline. Big long lines came out on a larger 
scale than in any one day for a month past. 
Considering this fact, the declines ranging 
from 12 to 20 points from the high figures 
of the morning, cannot be considered as im- 
portant. Resistance must be looked for and 
declines expected in a market of the present 
magnitude, but we are firm in the belief 
that prices will work into new high levels 
very shortly, possibly this week. 
We believe, sooner or later, it will devel- 
op that the people back of this market rep- 
resent large trade and mill interests. Spec- 
ulative elements have, of course, played their 
part to a certain extent from time to time 
and have helped to strengthen or weaken the 
market, but we believe most of thé contracts 
sold speculatively are passing into strong 
hands and will not come on the market until 
a later day of reckoning, when cotton pos- 
sibly may be selling at 20 cents or higher. 

We will still faver purchases and believe 
18 cents for March and May not quite as 
remote as many people think. 

The oil market was steadier today in sym- 
pathy with higher lard and greases. We 
think some further advance likely tomorrow, 
on which we would favor taking profits, 
with the idea of replacing on declines. Re- 
finers are likely to hammer prices on any 
declining tendency in lard or cotton. Hence, 
a trading market is probable temporarily. 
However, we expect much higher levels with- 
in the next week or two.

The action of the market 
itself for the past month has converted 
many into failing to hedge their cotton 
Those who have failed to hedge have en- 
joyed tremendous profit by their business 
carelessness. The congestion of cotton at 
small towns, railway stations and com- 
presses has left cotton in hands who are un- 
acquainted with the contract market as a 
legitimate hedge, or who are prejudiced 
against its use, until, therefore, it is more 
plainly evident than now that the market 
has reachad its top hedge selling will be 
only half of what it should be if normal 
caution were shown. 

Normal caution in abnormal times is 
hardly to be expected and hedge sellers 
tire quickly of putting up margins in the 
face of the dreams of profits they might 
have made if they had not hedged, but this 
idea and this disposition leaves a lot of cot- 
ton unsold which will arrive on the mar- 
ket in time and perhaps under pressure. 
Cotton which has been hedged is virtually 
sold, that which is not hedged will be the 
cotton which shapes prices, 

The outside public have acquired a fond- 
ness for cotton speculation. Men whonever 
trade in it before are sure in their own 
ideas that the crop is a disaster; some of 
them even talk of a crop under ten mil- 
lion, and they are equally sure that the 
American spinner will use 8,000,000 bales of 
his own crop against 6,909,000 last year and 
barely 5,000,000 a few years ago. The spin- 
ner is prosperous, of that there can be no 
doubt, but his output is limited both by ma- 
chinery and by labor and to add 10 per 


of the 40 per cent which he added last 
year to the records of five or six years ago 
is quite enough. Bulls may bid the mar- 
ket up, but we think they have already 
ventured far on dangerous ground. Liver- 
pool is due about unchanged or 9.85 for 
January and February.
